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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kraemer et al. 
(US 5,263,203). Kraemer et al. (hereinafter Kraemer) discloses a pneumatic device including 

at least one sac-like gas tight element connectable through an inlet box (46) to automatically 
release inflating means and attaching means (40) in position relative to the body so that the sac 
element encloses a variable volume chamber having an inside flexible partition members 
therebetween and are connected along edges of two opposite walls such that chambers divided 
by the flexible partition is arranged next to one another and in fluid communication with each 
other, col. 2, lines 67-68 and as shown in figure 1. Further, the sac elements are made of front 
and rear sheets (25,26) that are heat/leakproof sealed that is inherently impervious. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Kraemer. With regard to claim 2, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art that the sac 
element of Kraemer being folded within the pneumatic device as shown in figures 2 and 3 can be 
a deflated condition as required for a particular application thereof. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 4- 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
